As planets break from ocean rest, 
A wonder met and awed the sight.

She charmed the Minstrel with her look. 

And laid within his open hand

Hear ye that plunge ? The white-robed one is gone. 
God ! she sinks beneath the sullen waters. 
Heard ye the death- wail of the plumy swan ?

Thou hast within no place to lay thine head : 
The very Pagans cry, " The Christian's God is gain." 
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We dare not act our vileness, lest at last 
Thou shalt in Heaven deny us ; but we dare 
Not act Thy precepts wholly, lest the blast 
Of scandal shall us lunatics declare. 
We palter with convictions ; we uphold 
In act the cruel deeds that demons love. 
Wolves tear the very lambs in Zion's fold, 
And the gorged adder feeds upon the dove. 
Vice thrives in all our cities ; babes are sold 
By manhood to perdition, and, at night, 
Thy image is betrayed for lust or gold. 
And yet we dare not hurl the thunderbolts of Right. 

We list to little sermons, glibly spoken ; 
We give our little alms, with little thought 
How many hearts at every breath are broken, 
How many murders of the spirit wrought. 
Beneath the splendid chandeliers of Sin 
We keep gay time to music on the floors. 
While trampled Virtue, like a spectre thin, 
Starves in her cot, or freezes at the doors. 
To outward seeming we our days conform, 
Till seeming seems a virtue, when we might 
Sound to the blast the trumpet of Reform, 
And wake the sleeping world with flames of morning light.

It was his custom to retire from feasts 
invariably, before his turn for singing, having no faculty of lyrical utterance, 
however rude. On one occasion of this sort he fled to the cattle-stalls and fell 
asleep among the oxen. During the night a refulgent Person appeared to him 
in a vision, and greeted him with, " Gsedmon, sing Me something." The poem 
foUows the narrative. Ceedmon awoke, a Poet, and became the Minstrel of the 
Word to his nation. 
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On restful heart and brain, 
Awoke a long refrain. 

He thought of the All- Father, 
And slept, assoiled from blame ; 

When, o*er enkindled ocean, 
Wrapt in a moving flame, 
The Man he worshipped came. 

Now Csedmon was no poet ; 
From feast and floor he fled. 

Before his turn for singing ; 
And aye, with aching head. 
Fell praying on his bed. 

But this night something deeper. 
Within his spirit, stirred. 

Importunate, unceasing; 
Like some vast ocean-bird : 
Its wings were as the Word. 

And moving, ever moving. 
With sounds of a deep lyre. 

The incense-dropping pinions 
Fanned into flames the fire. 
Within bis bosom-pyre. 
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Then, spake the Man resplendent,
